Dear Senator Feinstein,

I am writing to you today to express my concern about proposed rules that
are currently under consideration by the Federal Communications Commission
IFCC) , PR Docket 92-235. I am tOld, if adopted, will greatly impact the
hobby and sport of Radio Controlled Flying. Although I am not directly
affected by this proposal, I can only imagine the detrimental affects this
will have on both the modeling and aeronautical industries.

Fwo of my employees are heav11y into the sport and have shown Significant
Improvements in their understanding of the general and specific dynamICS of
aircraft flight. As a manager at a large Southern Calif. aerospace firm,
thIS type of off the job training greatly enhances their work performance.
And With the nature of the aerospace industry as it is, only the finest
people will avoid losing their jobs. I believe that much of what they have
learned and job performance stems from their involvement with radio
controlled aircraft.

From what I understand, If the proposal passes it will greatly reduce the
usable number of frequencies allocated for radio control use. In addition,
it will place a number of other bands between those currently used by the
model aircraft flyers. Furthermore, it will allow the new frequency
operators to utilize higher outputs (MHz) which will bleed into the radIO
control frequencies. From the SAFETY STANDPOINT, a model aircraft operating
In the current environment is very safe providing there IS no Interference
with the radio transmission. If the proposal goes through, the first time a
mobIle operator keys his mike near a flYIng field. the pilot of a radIO
controlled aircraft will lose t'he ability to control the aircraft resulting
In a costly ~rash. I know for a fact how mu~h tIme, money, and effort lny
employees put into theIr aircraft. It would be a shame for them to loose
all which they have put forth.

It not for the aircraft modeling hobby, advancements In the aerospace
lrldustry could not be where they are today for all theoretical applicatIons
IIlust be proved thrl:lugh the use of modeling techniques. fhis Issue IS very
Important to me, my employees, and the aerospace industry. Anytt'ing you can
do to pn:ltect the Interests of this ver-y special group of hobbyi!;ts and
professional aerospace engIneers will be greatly appreCiated and will have
lasting benefits ":Dr" all involved.

My name is Steve Starbuck and I work for the accounting firm of
Brown, Waits and Armstrong in the beautiful city of Bakersfield,
California.

I would like to bring to your attention an issue that is very close
to me. I am a member of the Academy of Model Aeronautics (AMA).
I am also a member of the Southern San Joaquin Soaring Society. We
are an active radio control model sailplane club registered with
the AKA. We fly most Saturday's and every Sunday at the middle
school in Lamont CA. We fly for fun and competitively throughout
the year in many different cities around the state.

I am concerned about proposed rules that are currently under
consideration by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC). The
proceeding is PR Docket 92-235. If adopted, the new rules will
greatly reduce the usability of frequencies currently assigned for
model use and increased risk of accidents and attendant liability
for controlling model airplanes.

Our radio control frequencies are in the 72-76 MHz band. This band
is primarily used for private land mobile dispatch operations.
However, our radio control frequencies in this band are far enough
apart from the land mobile frequencies that we have been able to
share the band without either use interfering with the other.

Now the FCC wants to create more land mobile frequencies by
splitting them into narrower bandwidths and rearranging the band
plan. As a result, many land mobile frequencies will move closer
to the radio control frequencies and cause interference to radio
control operations. I am told that of the 50 frequencies that are
presently available for radio control model airplanes, only 19
frequencies will be left if these new rules are adopted.

When we fly our model airp-1anes under radio control, we go to great
lengths to assure the safety of the operators and bystanders and
the protection of property. Many of our safety precautions involve
the careful cooperation and use of the radio control frequencies.
If the number of usable frequencies is diminished as proposed by
the FCC, the remaining frequencies will become congested and the



margin of safety will be greatly decrease.

Please understand that many model airplanes have wingspans up to 10
feet and weigh as much as 30 or 40 pounds. The model themselves
are expensive to build, but more to the point, they are capable of
causing property damage, serious injury, or even death if radio
interference causes the operator to lose control of the craft. We
often fly our models at organized events and contests, where
hundreds of operators participate. We need the use of our full
complement of radio frequencies in order to assure a safe flying
environment.

I do not think it is wise of the FCC to seek to improve the
operating conditions of land mobile radio users at the expense of
radio control modelers. The FCC may not think we are as important
as business users of radios, but we have a considerable investment
in our models and in our radio equipment. The hobby provides many
hours of enjoyment to thousands of people like myself and
contributes to the advancement and development of the commercial
aviation industry.

Please help me, the AMA, and the hundreds of thousands of model
aviation enthusiasts around the nation continue the safe enjoyment
of my pastime by not allowing the FCC to carry out its proposals
for the 72-76 MHz band.

A rule change
that became effective January, 1991 provided a
suitable number of channels for radio control of
models but necessitated buying new radio equipment.

The proposed rule change now will take away and/or
make some of those channels unusable and may require
purchase of more new radio equipment. This
equipment is expensive to buy and why can't FCC
regulations be stable enough so it can be used for a
period of time (at least longer than two years).

I am alarmed to see that the FCC is proposing to implement PR Docket 92-235.

As a radio modeler, the implementation of this rule would render useless
thousands of dollars worth of my equipment.

This rule will allow use of mobile transmitters of greater power between the
radio frequencies used by model aviation hobbyist. The variability of location,
strength of side bands and inadequate separation of the proposed radio
frequencies will result in unreliable control of model aircraft.

I

Modelers who choose to ignore this situation, if it goes into affect, will be a
hazard to the public. This can be a very dangerous situation as these models
are not paper and stick airplanes. They are heavy, high powered, fast and
sophisticated.

Please do not allow this rule to go into affect. I love my hobby/sport of radio
controlled model airplanes, and I would be lost as to what to do for a hobby, if I
have to give them up.

I've Deen interested in aviation for as long as I can remember. I
am very active in several local clubs whose members enjoy
building and operating radio controlled model aircraft for fun
and ln competitions against each other.

I am very concerned about proposed rules that are currently under
consideration by the FCC. The preceding is PH Docket 92-235 that
affects 72-76 MHz band. If adopted. the new rules will seriously
reduce the useability of radio frequencies currently assigned for
model use and increase the risks of accidents and attendant
liability for controlling model airplanes.

The ~CC wants to insert more mooile land use frequencies in
between the frequencies used to control our airplanes. The
separation between frequencies will not be sufficient to
guarantee noninterference so we will have to eliminate 31 of our
50 frequencies for safety purposes. This does not eliminate all
safety hazards and will cause tremendous crowding on the usable
frequencies making accidents more likely.

When we fly our airplanes we go to great lengths to insure the
safety of ourselves, bystanders, and property, in fact many of
our safety precautions involve the careful coordination of radio
frequencies to prevent interference.

I'm involved in competitive events that have hundreds of flyers
as well as bystanders with aircraft that can weigh as much as 40
pounds and travel over a hundred MPH. These airplanes are not the
stick and tissue type usually associated with model airplanes but
high tech, computer controlled, and molded of fiberglass and
foam. You can imagine the injury that could result as the result
of an airplane losing control due to interference, not to mention
the disappointment and the monetary loss of the airplane so much
hard work had gone into.

The FCC may not think we are as important as the business users
and are trying to prove it with these rules but many of us have a
considerable investment of thousands of dollars in our hobby and
derive much pleasure out of it. Please don't let the special
lobbying power of large business increase the risk and ruin the
enjoyment of many many individuals such as myself .

I am a sportsman involved in building and flying model radio controlled sailplanes. I Would
like to draw your attention to an FCC Proposed Rule Making which would have a profound
effect on my sport. This is NPRM - PR Docket 92-235.

This Rule is a massive restructuring of the use of radio frequencies in the U.S., one effect
of which would be to allow large numbers of mobile radio users to operate on frequencies
interleaved with our current limited set of model airplane use frequencies. The frequencies
used by these new users would be so close to ours that we could no longer safely fly our
planes without the fear of interference which would cause loss of our beautiful birds, and
perhaps injury to persons on the ground.

I am requesting your help to retain the current frequency separation in the 72 MHz and 75
MHz frequency bands used by model airplane enthusiasts. Thank you for you kind
attention.

I'm writing this letter because I'm concerned about the fact that in excess of 400,000 Radio
Controlled modelers will be affected. I'm concern that entire businesses may be eliminated or
severely affected. The Mom and Pop hobby shops, magazine publishers, raw material suppliers,
and many others may have to close their doors. And what about the modelers themselves. We
have a right to pursue our hobby, our relaxation, and our gratification. How many kids are
doing something constructive in radio controlled modeling instead of something destructive
on the streets?

I'm concerned about the proposed changes before the FCC in PR Docket 92-235. The
paragraph in this docket that would allow the insertion of additional frequencies severely alters
my ability to continue with my hobby. The fact that these inserted frequencies would be so close
to our model frequencies would not allow us to fly our models safely. Let me state that our
models ARE NOT TOYS. They can take many hours to construct, have wingspans of up to 10
feet, weigh from 5 to 55 pounds, travel at up to 200 MPH, and cost up to $2000.00 or more.
I do not own one of these high dollar aircraft but that is one of the aspects of this sport that
make it so appealing.

The loss of the time investment, equipment, and dollar
amount would be hard to take but WHAT ABOUT THE POSSffiLE DAMAGE OR PERSONAL
INJURY THAT COULD OCCUR IF TInS OUT OF CONTROL MODEL WERE TO HIT
SOMEONE.

Under our present FCC frequency spacing, we as modelers are able to fly our planes without
much worry of the above mentioned mishaps. As a club, we monitor our frequencies and fly
safely because of the number of frequencies we have. If this docket is adopted, it will cut our
50 channels down to 19 causing a very crowded condition. Just jamming our 250 members onto
19 channels would cause a major probl\=m. There are more than 450,000 active modelers.
Please allow me and many others to continue with our enjoyable hobby by NOT ADOPTING
the part of the docket that would allow these additional frequencies for land mobil use on the
72-75MHz band. Please don't eliminate us RIC modelers.

Now the FCC wants to create more land mobile frequencies by splitting them
into narrower bandwidths and rearranging the band plan. As a result, manv
land mobile frequencies will move closer to the radio control frequencies
and cause interference to radio control operations. I am told that of the
50 frequencies that are presently available for radio control of model
airplanes, only 19 frequencies will be left if these new rules are adopted.

Please understand that many model airplanes have large wing spans and weigh
as much as 30 or 40 pounds. The models themselves are expensive to build:
but more to the point. they are capable of causing property damage, serious
in,jury. or even death if radio interference causes the operator to lose
control of the craft. We often fly our models at organized events and
contests where hundreds of operators and spectators participate. We need
the use of our full complement of radio frequencies in order to assure a
safe flying environment.

Let me begin by congratulating you on your recent election. Here's
hoping things will change for the better in Washington. I am writing
to request your assistance in the rejection of the subject proposal
presently before the F.C.C. for adoption.

Dur ing i-hi? 1ast five ye~lrs we in the Radio Crmtrol Model hobby were
reqlJi red to replace all our equipment because the F. C. C. decreased our
frequency spacing from 20 I<hz to 10 Khz. The equipment replacement was
very expensive and now they would all be obsoleted by this docket
cl1al1ging the spacing to 2.5 Khz.

Most of us have been interested in Radio Controlled Models for over
thirty years and we spend much of our leisure time trying to help the
younger generation to learn what a great hobby-sport this is.
Certainly this wonderful pastime offers young people a great
alternative to drugs, for this reason alone it is worthwhile.

This proposal, if adopted,would preclude the safe operation of model
aircraft and make the operators subject to litigation for accidents
caused by radio interference. The models I fly are large, fast ,and
e:>{pensi ve, therefore I take every precaution to operate them safely.
l1~re is no precaution I could take to prevent an accident caused by
radio interference by another radio broadcasting perhaps miles away on
a frequency only 2.5 Khz. away from my radio.

It is for the reasons I have stated that the proposals in FCC. NPRM PR
Docket 92-235 to add frequencies between model and commercial
frequencies not be adopted.
